"One great source of complaint with

Tbe machinery 
necessary to piopel these great ocean 
fortresses occupies such a large amount 
of space that there is practically no 
room for anything else. The terrific 
heat from the furnaces and steam pipes, 
tbe maddaiiiEg hissing of tbe steam and 
the incessant vibration aud shocks re- 
suiting from the wrenching of the 
heavy shafts and the straining of the 
mechanism mak'j life almost unendura- 
ble and convert the vessels into verita- 
ble bells. They aie torture prisons from 
Which thorn is no escape. 


"The new electric motors will have 


greatly enlarged power over steam. In- 
stead of the enormous 80 ton shafts, ex- 
tending from the middle of the ship to 
the stern, tbe electrical plant will have 
from 14 to 16 screw propellers, ranging 
along tue sides of the vessel, as well us 
two of ingenious construction at tbe 
stem. These propellers are operated 
from a switchboard. They can be oper- 
ated singly or all together, at tbe will of 
the man at the k«ys. Each propeller ia 
| a machine by itself, and the disabling 
i of one or more has no effect whatever 
on tbe others. 
" When tbe entire complement of pro- 


pellers ia in action, there is no more 
noise than wonid come from the actirvn 
of a flywheel. There is no jar caused by 
the horizontal motion, no excessive 
beat from steam piping; tbe long shafts 
are done away with, and the terrific 
straining of tbe engines and shafts 
when alternately submerged and raised 
aloft by tbe pitching of the vessel in 
heavy seas is avoided. 


"Tbe engines that generate tbe power 


•re not mechanically connected with 
the propellers, as ia now tbe case in 
•team vessels, bnt tbe power is trans- 
mitted by electric wires direct to motors 
bnilton propeller shafts. The machinery 
is simplicity itself. No beltinp or con- 
. pliug is required. The propellers all work 


j direct, and, as before noted, they can be 
operated singly or together. If some 
break down, those that are left can do 
the work. It would not be possible for 
ail to be oisahleri as is now so often tba 
case with vessels equipped by steam, 
leaving them floundering lurunjiatilis 
•mercy of the elements. 


"From 186 to 156 revolutions of the 


eorew a minute is about the limit of 
steam power. There is practically no 
limit to the speed of a screw operated 
by electricity. Eighteen 'hundred revo- 
lutions a rninnte and higher have been 
reached by these motors in practice. 
Six hundred and fifty to 800 revolutions 
a minute ran be saftily depended upon. 


"In a large cruiser of, say, 20,000 


horsepower the transmission of power

! power, whereas by electricity the loss 
would ^le only about 10 per cent, or 
8,000 horsepower, which is a saving 
over st«am of 4,000 horsepower.

tral, between Chicago and New York," 
said a railroad official. 
"This car is a 


regular man-of-war on .wheels and lias 
given great satisfaction. 
It is attached 


to the express leaving Chicago every 
evening. The 'guard' car is lined inside 
with steel, aa also are the doors ami 
floor. Midway ou each side of tiio car is 
a steel bos projecting from the sides 
about six inches and about three feot in 
length and a like width. There are 
portholes in front and ou each side, aurl 
through these a rifle cau ba operated. A 
ciau with a repeating rifla cau pet a 
full sweep cf either side of tho tram, 
front or rear. 


"A like arrangement is built on each 


Rirto of the roof of tbo car, to reach 
which a platform is built inside. A 
man can stand ou the platform ami 
shifld Ins haatl iu the steol bos and can 
range his rifle to bear upon objects 
either on top or along the sides of the 
train.

To accomplish this, however, the 
telescope must embody other new fea- 
tnrc^ than merely gigantic size, as re- 
ports from leading astronomical centers 
in the country slir.-.v.

Professor Janies, who 
attended the convention, related the 
etory at a meeting- of the Boston So- 
ciety For Psychical Resear.h. A 
girl, Rose by nacae. aged 19, had 
come in despair to the hospital wliere 
Du Janet was in charge. She suf- 
fered from periodical crises of con- 
vulsions;, hysteria, delirium, chills, 
etc., lasting many days. Afterward 
she had no memory of the condi- 
tions surrounding her. She had tried 
mesmerism and hypnotism, but in 
vain. The crpert decided to essay a 
cure by plunging the girl into a 
uwpw .uypiiuiiu irauct: iiiun sntj nau 
previously experienced. He made 
passes over her for half an hour, 
and then succeeded in passing her 
out of the first into a secondary 
trance, in which she was an entirely 
different being. In the first trance 
she was apparently dumb. In the 
second she was wide awake and 
seemingly conscious. 


The symptoms of her hallucina- 


tion were then seen with startling 
clearness. Lying on the couch, the 
subject told in senii-incoherent, yet 
reasonably 
intelligent, language 


how she saw before her an old and 
decrepit woman thrown 
rudely 


down and killed on the pavement. 
The sight of this tragedy filled the 
poor girl with a demoniacal terror. 


Again her symptoms showed her 


shuddering and cliUtteriDg with cold 
from being immersed suddenly in 
an ice cold bath—imaginary, of 
course.

The »«• w town lii-.s to the 
o<»rth of the iimique citadel—an P.V 
tfnsiojj of tin- j-luMer of uc.J'sta> al- 
leady exisling a» tlio foot of tiie rock 
when the war was ended. Two maiu 
buersectiiiff strt^'ts were liiid out— 
£iolus stix-et, storting from below 
the Acropolis and running north- 
ward, and Ht.Tines street, leading 
from tbe royal palace toward tlie 
Piry-ns Th3 capital was tln:s de- 
signi'd to lie iu the valley between 
tho Acropolis on one side and Mount 
Lycabettus on ihe other. No arnbi- 
aon of f uture development is trace- 
able in the original plan. The ground 
Dhosen and tbe width of the main 
streets tend to show tliat the found- 
ers of tbe new city little dreamed of 
its rapid extension. Squeezing h jr- 
self out of her narrow confines, the 
city has gradually scaled the foot 
of Lycabettus and spread beyond 
tho valley on both sides, principally 
In a southwesterly direction. If the 
extension had been in a straight 
line toward the sea, Athens would 
now be nearing a junction with the 
Pirseus. But both towns, as if avoid- 
ing each other, extend in parallel 
lines, and one must look to a prob- 
ably distant future for the day when 
they shall be connected by rows of 
houses instead of tho ?ong walls of 
ancient days. 


The fashionable quarters of the 


capital are to be found in the new 
additions to the primitive plan—the 
Neapolis, as it is called. Large thor- 
oughfares have there been opened, 
fine buildings erected, both public 
and private, and Athens, already 
the finest city in the east of Europe, 
hirls fair to become, if no Ston be mit 
to her progress, one of the hand- 
somest cities on the Mediterranean. 


Under King Otho's reign progress 


was comparatively slow. At the ac- 
cession of King George, in the year 
1S63, the population did not exceed 
ii>,000. The advance has been more 
rapid since then, especially during 
the last 20 years of material pros-

The sources of information as to 


the population of ancient Athens 
are, indeed, vague. But from a pas- j 
sage of Xenophen gning the num- 
ber of families aslO.OCO, and from a 
passage of Atbenajus indicating tho 
proportion of slaves to freemen at 
the time of Demetrius Phalereus, it 
may bo calculated that at that epoch 
the population of Athens, including 
that of tbe Piraeus, was about 180,- 
000. 
The arta included within the 


walls of both towns seems rather to 
confirm this estimate. The surround- 


country was thickly populated 


—much more so than at any suc- 
ceeding period But it is more than 
probable tlia'o the inhabitants of 
Athens proper and of her seaport 
never exceeded 200,000.—D. Bikelas 
in Century.
